I'm pretty sure this isn't the original source for RF directional couplers, 
but there are a LOT of references to them, for microwave waveguide use at 
least, in the M.I.T. Radiation Lab books (for the unitiated, the Rad Lab 
was the Cambridge, Massachusetts based WW2 R&D group which, working with 
the exiled British Tizzard Group, developed workable microwave RADARs for 
the Allied forces). 


All the ones that come to mind from that reference are waveguide types; 
offhand, I can't think of a single example of a TEM mode (Transverse 
Electro Magnetic; the propagation mode in coaxial cable) version being 
described, but it's probably in there somewhere. 


I'd be willing to bet that directional couplers go back farther than that, 
at least as lab instruments, but the Rad Lab references take it back to 
about 1940.

Pretty much a pass regulator. Rather wicked problems with grid 
emission, due to the very hot cathode, and very close element spacing. 
Lots of inter-electrode capacitance. 


Some extreme audio people have used them in output-transformerless 
power amps. But, given the high price of NOS 6336's, it's cheaper to 
use a lot of 6AS7/6080 tubes, or a quite cheap Russian 6C33C-B which 
is far beefier. 


The high NOS price probably reflects its use in various lab equipment 
which people are trying to keep operational. I've seen one with a 
Beckman brand...
